Levine, the C2S revresentative a jreed to try to cet the program 
reinstate] for Newark. The »rosram could be develoned under 
the State and County Jelfare Boards with the Newark lelfare 
Denartment running it. As yet there has been no follow-up. 
This vould affect the Blazer work training proposal as it calls 
for traininy 279 people in the Title V proqram.
